Russian Calm About Missile Defense Plans 

There's a calm reaction from the Russians 
regarding American plans to go ahead with 
a missile defense system.

A senior Russian defense official said Russia 
will not panic over the project and that 
Moscow will not "beg" the U.S. to stick to 
the Anti-Ballistic Missile Treaty. Officials say 
the Russian government will continue to 
demand consultations. 
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
